The number of cases In 
the eight evacuation hospitals within 
the occupied area I* about 4,000, most 
of them being influenza. 

Figuring the number of occupying 
troops aa 30u,UO0, the sickness amounts 
to leas than IH per cent In peace 
time the alokness amohg *oldl*ra av- 
erage-s from 2 to3 per cent.

About Jan.lst, 1918, when a coal 
famine threatened this country. .Iiunee 
one of the ht»st known and 
liitclily re.specied residents of l*lke 
county, Ky., began breaking ground 
on Ilia mineral lands near Keyser, on 
the liig Sandy division of the Chesa- 
p»ike & Ohio railway. This property 
consists of 3200 acres ot high grade 
splint and gas coals, and Is underlaid 
by five workable seams of 6oaI aggre- 
gating twonty-flve feet In tbtclcness. 

On account of serioiu HlMr: abprt- 
nge occasioned by army diivfts, con- 
struction work waa seriously retard- 
ed, although shipments commenced 
from Mine No. 1 ^In September. This 
mine Is operating in what Is known 
as itie I'^lkhorn No. 2 seam. 

Mr.Hatcher Is contemplatlns mak-

The. doctors preformed aa operation 
though after fottr more daya of severe 
aufferlng, he panaed away. Thia is (ha 
atory of tho aufferlng of one twy, while 
thousands have sutfared and died on 
the liattia field alona. 

We have aracuated odr pat1ent9 
and are waiting further orders. I do 
not know where we will go from here 
When our wounded soldiers are alt 
tent back to America, I want to return 
alto. 

I haVa been In the army nfteen 
months, almoet utght mouths itL>ro;ul.
